Upon the request of His Majesty, the King, the Can- 
adian Government has asked all churches to observe 
Sunday, Sept. &., the anniversary of the outbreak of the 
war, as aday of prayer This paper asks all its readers 
to attend the church of their faith on that day and par- 
ticipate in the supplications made. 


We have stressed in this paper for some time the fact 
that the whole-war is more or less the result ofa falling 
away from christian prineiples. Speaking at a directors 
luncheon at the Canadian National Exhibition to News- 
paper men, James Cromwell, former United States min- 
ister to Canada, emphasized this very point. There 
has been a getting away from the spirit of the pioneers 
both of Canada and the United States. The men, who 
with Bible, axe and gun, each used in the proper way, 
laid the foundations of the two great nations, the Amer- 
ican stated. Lack of Christian practices has led one 
nation after another to seek territory revisions. Indi- 
viduals have pushed their business enterprises without 
regard to their fellow man. 


In coming together for prayer, then, let us ask fora 
speedy peace through victory of arms but let us also ask 
Him to guide us so thar these mistakes will not happen 
again. We are fighting forces which have openly dis- 
regarded Christ s teaching and if our prayers are humble 
and sincere there is every reason to believe that He will 


answer in His own good time and peace will be restored 
to this troubled world. 


We are fortunate in having as our leaders from King 
George to our Canadian Prime Minister, men who are 
imbued with Christian ideals. Their example and ap- 
peal for prayer to God, the supreme ruler or the Uni- 
verse should not go unanswered. Let every one of us 
attend church on Sunday, or if unable to do so, pray 
privately.

PROTEST SPEEDING 
ON ALBERTA ROADS 


Enforcement of the Vehicles and 
Highway Traffic Act in this province 
has been called for by the Alberta Mo- 
tor Association, which has submitted 
its request tothe provincial authorities 
and R. ©, M. P. 

A recent communication from J. A, 
Knoepell, of Calgary, to the highway 
traffic board, which was endorsed by 
the local branch of the A. M. A. drew 
attention to complaints of visiting 
tourists. These included speeding and 
passing cars on dangerous corners and 
hills, parking on highways after dark, 
passing cars without fdimming lights 
and lack of proper signals when pass- 
ing cars, 

Further need of action was revealed 
when a member of the Calgary branch 
reported that in one trip over the main 
highway between Edmonton and Cal- 
gary he had noted the following law 
violations: 22 cars with no tail-light; 
57 with one head-light; 19 failed to 
dim their lights; 28 were travelling at 
a speed estimated between 60 and 70 
miles per hour. 

Reduetion of the number of accidents 
on Alberta highways will be effected 
only through the elimination of dan- 
gerous driving and the enforcement 
of traffic regulations, it is emphasized 
by officials of the A. M. A.
